New marketing legialation. 
under which agriculturalist* can 
set up boards of control to

DEFENDERS AIDED 

Into this warlike atmoephere tbs 
Northern Chinese poured a stream 
of troop trains from Nanking, 
carrying soldiers under the command i 
of General Chang Tsung-Chang, 
warlord of Shantung province, rush- j 
ing to the aid of the shattered forces | 
of Marshal Sun ctruan-Fang. whose 1 
army has been giving ground to ths I 
advancing forces of the Cantonese 
now nearing Shanghai. 

Marshal Sun's troops were moving 
northward ulong the railroad right 
of way south of Shanghai with n | 
force of approximately 16.000 men. | 
too weak In numbers and morale to 
make a fast stand against the ad¬ 
vancing Cantonese, who have biased 
a path of victory through practically 
half of China. « 

The opposing armies faced each 
other to-day at Sungklnng. on the 
railway line only twenty-eight miles 
southwest of Shanghai. Reports re¬ 
ceived here indicated both sides were 
prepariug for a fight, the retreating 
Northerners tearing up the railroad 
tracks to prevent further advances, 
by the Cantonese. 

At the boundaries of the Interna¬ 
tional Settlement In Shanghai Brit¬ 
ish. French and Italian soldiers were 
on duty, with n twenty-mile line of 
troops, guns end barbed wire. 

The troops of General Chang 
Tsung-Chang are expected to back 
up the worn forces at Hungklang and 
may move ^gouth to Join in the defend¬ 
ing Chinese army at any time. With¬ 
out this aid the remnant of Marshal 
Sun’a army would be viewed as easy 
prey for the ^onquerlng Cantonese. 
DEMONSTRATIONS AT 
HANGCHOW 

Reports received here from Hang¬ 
chow., recently occupied by Canton¬ 
ese forces, stated labor demonstra¬ 
tions wsre taking place there to-day 
and anti-British posters were being 
placed about the city. 

Stray shells which fell Into the 
French concession on February 22 
while a Cantonese gunboat wag at¬ 
tempting to strike the Northerners' 
arsenal at the outer edge of Shang¬ 
hai formed the basis of a potest by 
the foreign legations at Peking to 
the Chinese Foreign office there.

Bob Fltmslmmons 
never owned a saloon, but when Bob 
was growing old. and had lost his 
fortu** a Jersey Cltjr proprietor of 
a hard drlnka emporium took Bob In 
as part owner on condition that Bob 
was to appear In front of the bar 
occasionally and make the place pop¬ 
ular. Kid McCoy had a well-known 
saloon at Fortieth and Broadway. 
New York City, for several years 
while he was fighting. He attended 
to business and coined money for a 
while, and oould always be found i 
sitting at a table.

Young Mitchell, once world's cham - . 
plon middleweight, who retired when !

In the Olympic Club, the other'being 
Jimmy Britt.

That is to aa.v (in his own language 1 , “ they apeud such a long 
Time preparing for their shots as to make golf like some solemn 
ritual instead of a game. For every kind of approach, they ponder 
so profoundly as to which club they shall take, and go forward 
with such deep concentration to study the nature of the land, 
that the ordinary mortal wonders if it is good to try and work 
oneself into a kind of trance for the purpose of accomplishing a 
golf shot*. 

“The cars with which they study 
the lines of their putts, and the de¬ 
liberation wyh which they address 
tbe ball, apparently waiting for the 
trance to develop again, must be suf¬ 
fered to be believed. Do you think It 
helpa one to cultivate thia way of 
puraulng the game?” 

GOVERNED BY DISPOSITIONS 

To a large extent, we must all be 
governed by our own diapoeitions, 
but certain It la that some golfers be¬ 
come slow In their preparations for 
shuts through sheer habit—presum¬ 
ably the habit of ruminating aa to 
whether their first Instinct concern - 
lng the way In wtpeh a ahot should 
be played is right. 

*For my own part. I have long 
since come to the conclusion that the 
original Impulse Is nearly always 
best, and that the thing to do Is to 
fix the whole mind immediately on 
the mode of procedure (hat thus sug¬ 
gests Itself. It has been a disap¬ 
pointment to me never to have won 
a tournament at 8». Andrews. I 
would have done so In 1919 If 1 had 
not changed my mind about the 
manner of playing a little approach 
ahot to the aeventeenth hole In the 
last round. 

THE THINKING WAY 

Tbe only noticeably deliberative 
golfer who has come to the front in 
recent years Is Archie Compston. Ob¬ 
viously. however, his methods are 
suited to his temperament, and It can 
he said of him In all truth that he Is 
never dull to watch. 

Indeed, he la never more Interest¬ 
ing than when he stands obviously 
lost In thought A man of powerful 
physique and strong countenance la 
always engaging when he falls Into 
s brown study. He somehow makes 
you feel that something tremendous 
will happen when he awakens. It 
has happened very often In the case 
of Compston. and yet there exists the 
doubt as to whether It Is the best 
mood for the golfer Thera are au¬ 
thorities who declare that all the 
greatest players in the history of 
the game have been quirk In making 
up their minds as to the club to ae-

While Connie has had a good club 
for several years, it sadly larked 
poise. In the case of the Athletics, 
lack of poise best can be explained 
by simply saying that there were no 
veterans on tbe club to steady it when 
in trouble.

SETTLED DOWN 

E. A. Lassen, winner ohes and run¬ 
ner-up on another occasion In tha 
amateur championship, was by no 
means a producer of lightning effects. 
I do not mean to aay that he fidgeted 
or changed his mind repeatedly be¬ 
fore tackling a shot; but he liked to 
take plenty of time to eettle down to 
it. so aa to bring bis concentration 
up to concert pitch—a habit acquired, 
perhape, at cheaa. a game at which 
he was something of a genius. 

Among professionals snd winners 
of the open championship. James 
Braid and Jack White had the same 
characteristics. At their beet, they 
were always meditative on the links 
—more so than they are now In their 
rfpe middle-age. 

White has confessed that he used 
often to study the line of his putts 
for a long while, not because he had 
any doubt about the line, but because 
he wanted to wait for the moment 
when his mental concentration on the 
task would be complete. 

FORCE OF EXAMPLE 

I fancy that Braid’s perambula¬ 
tions to study the ground for ap¬ 
proaches as well as the lines for 
putts were undertaken similarly to 
allow time for the desired sense of 
tranquillity and faith to assert Itself, 
and not becautie he was between two 
m»;pds as to what to do. 

At any rate. In the course of watch¬ 
ing him during many rounds. 1 very 
seldom saw him change hla club, 
even after the most exhaustive ex¬ 
amination of the ground for an ap¬ 
proach shot. It looked aa though he 
must have known all along exactly 
what he was going to do. Like 
Compston. he gave an air of lmpres- 
stvenasa to the survey. He would not 
have been nearly so magnetic If he 
had done without It. 

The principle of approaching a golf 
ahot with the air of a person saying 
to a friend. “Here's a ball; let's hit 
It." la vary splendid for those who 
can thrive on It. When a champion 
practices It and brings off the shots. 
It daxxles the crowd. But It suits ex¬ 
ceedingly few people. Perhaps Ocorge 
Duncan would have von more than 
one open, championship If only he 
could have been Induced to pursue 
the game less In the spirit of a man 
trying to get round as quickly ns 
possible.. 

I fancy that Mitchell, from long ac¬ 
quaintance in starring tours both 
abroad and at home, has caught a 
touch of Duncan's quickness. Still, 
he Ig not slapdash. Hla playing pace 
la about that of John Rail at his 
J»est. It Is something like the Ideal 
cf the natural golfer. It represents 
decisive concentration, and then a 
careful but not alow manner of play¬ 
ing the shot.

conclusion hnnerves are severely frayed about* 
the edges andArn welcomes the opportunity to 
get back to his hdtgg^ftstriel and have done with 
his legislative labors. As one philosophical 
member was heard to remark after a hard day's 
work: "lg's a great life^lf you don't weaken." 

With no less than eight select standing com¬ 
mittees of the House, the personnel of which 
absorbs practically all the 'members, together 
w ith special committees named, as the Tabors of 
the Hsuse progress, to deal with special matters 
requiring attention, there is no hurt of work 
before the legislators. For the past month these 
committees have been functioning at full speed. 

The Public Accounts committee which 
affprds the opposition element full opportunity to 
investigate the financial operations of the 
administration ■ for the preceding fiscal year, 
probably has interjected into its deliberations 
more of parly animus than is the case of the 
other committees, the work of which is devoted 
almost wholly to consideration of legislation to 
come before the House. The opposition hails 
with glee the opportunity to utilize the Public 
Accounts committee as a means for fishing ex¬ 
peditions for facts upon which they may base 
allegations of incompetence or wrong-doing on 
the part of the Government. But truth requires 
it to be stated that year after year these efforts 
have failed to disclose any indications of mal¬ 
administration, and so far since it attained office 
in I9T6. the Government has come through 
each year's probe before that committee with a 
clean s)ieet. 

MUNICIPAL MATTERS 

Thf Municipal Committee has its hands 
full dealmg with legislation affecting Munici¬ 
palities and its sessions almost invariably attract 
a large attendance of Municipal representatives 
who are seeking changes to the Municipal Act 
to cover special and peculiar circumstances within 
their municipal borders, or an equally active 
and vociferous opposition to such changes. Van¬ 
couver. for instance, seeks amendments to its 
charter to permit of increased powers of taxa¬ 
tion and representatives of those interests who 
will be affected by the added imposts, haunt 
the Committee's sessions to. if possible, prevent 
granting of such agked-for powers. There is 
much argument pro and con. tempers some¬ 
times become heated, but both sides must be 
heard in full and their arguments carefully 
weighed by members of the committee, for upon 
the committee’s report will, in great measure, 
depend what the House will do when the 
legislation, as finally recommended by the com¬ 
mittees. reaches the House for formal discus¬ 
sions and action. 

The Private Bills committee, too. is another 
body of hard working individuals who have a 
strenuous time passing upon the efforts of various 
interests to secure legislation affecting private 
interests. The trouble is that, in many in¬ 
stances. such private legislation very patently 
affects public interests and the arguments of the 
latter must be heard. It is generally a battle 
of legal wits in the Private Bills committee, but 
all interests can secure a ready hearing and the 
door is -never closed on any individual or organ¬ 
ization who may seek to present views on the 
proposed legislation. In fact, this committee 
has to exercise a sort of guardianship over the 
public interest for while corporations seeking 
private acts have always ample legal talent on 
hand to press their claims and argue the merits 
oF the requests presented, if oft-tiroe happens 
that other interests are not so favorably situated 
and. hence, committee members find themselves 
placed in the position of having to safe-guard 
interests which, perhaps, are not adequately 


W ITH the attention of an 

public directed their way the legis¬ 
lators of the Province are now in 
full stride in their annual work of 
law making, arranging for financial provision 
wherewith to carry on the country's administra¬ 
tion for the next twelve months and. generally, 
undertaking the yearly stocktaking along the 
time-honored lines prescribed, iy tprertdent. 

The forty-eight individuals upon whom that 
same public has cast this burden—a burden the 
weight of which, the members sometimes feel, 
is not adequately appreciated by those who send 
them to the annual grind—are busy as bees at 
their work. They hope it will meet with the 
approbation of their constituents; they, know 
they are doing the best they know how to carry 
out their duties, and they resent what to them 
appears to be the peculiar trait of the man in the 
street to look upon the efforts and labors of the 
House with a sort of suspicion, as though it were 
a matter of wonder just whet-all the fuss is 
about and just what those same members can 
find to do to warrant their drawing down the 
indemnity which an ungrateful public pays 
them. 

NO HOLIDAY 

Ask the average man in the street his opinion 
of the work of the legislators and he will in all 
likelihood shrug his shoulders and declare that 
so far as he can see it amounts only to a two- 
months’ holiday for the members at the expense 
of th* taxpayer, an annual jaunt which may, but 
more often does boI. result in any particular 
benefit to thg people; that it afftirds the poli¬ 
tical groups opportunity to spit at one another 
across the floor of the Legislature, with the 
ins endeavoring to stay in and the outs seeking 
to make it appear to the world at large that 
they and only they should be to the right of Mr. 
Speaker directing the affairs of the Province as 
only they, in their wisdom, are able to direct. 
That about sums up what Mr. Average Man 
would say right off the bat were he asked his 
opinion. And as usual that same average indi¬ 
vidual would be about as far off the track as he 
is on most matters in which he is not directly 
and personally involved. 

For the legislators do work when they gather 
at each session in yictona-by-the-Sea. With 
the possible exception of the first few days be¬ 
fore the actual detailed work of the session gets 
under way there is no loafing on the job. Every

the work 

of the Agricultural committee are thirteen other 
members drawn from a very varied list of call¬ 
ings. The committee comprises two medical 
men. one lawyer, three fiscal agents, two depart¬ 
ment store proprietors, one race-track promoter, 
one feed merchant, one auto dealer, one logger, 
one fruit-grower and one general farmer. 

A BUSY CHAIRMAN 

One of jhe youngest and most alive of the 
members of the Legislature is Harry G. Perry 
of Prince George, deputy speaker and chair¬ 
man of the committee on Private Bills and 
Standing Orders. Mr. Perry is not a big man 
physically, but he worthily represents the largest 
constituency in the Province, and probably the 
largest provincial riding in Canada. It stretches 
from the Cariboo and the Yellowhead Pass to 
.the south right up to the Yukon Territory on 
the north and the prairies of Alberta on the 
east. Mighty rivers., such as the Fraser, the 
Peace, the Parsnip and the Hay flow through 
it« - * Rtj. RiouikiAfiTk |unbfffd viilcyt, wiffv* 
eralized zones and the undulating prairie lands 
of Pouce Coupe all lie within its boundaries. 
Almost yearly it is Mr. Perry’s custom to start 
in a flat-bottomed canoe from Summit Lake, 
on the watershed divide north of Prince George, 
thence down the Crooked and Parsnip Rivers 
to Finlay Forks, where the junction of the 
Parsnip and the Finley form the Peace. Down 
Peace River, portaging the canyon that cuts 
the Rocky Mountain divide, he goes on to 
Hudson Hope and out to the prairie settlements 
to interview his pioneering constituents on their 


DELEGATIONS 

And while the legislators are thus fulfill¬ 
ing then functions the Cabinet Ministers are 
having their troubles. Ministers of the Crown 
do not serve on Legislative committees, but the 
advent- of the annual gathering of lawmakers 
brings them into the maelstrom .of the session's 
activites. Besides the routine administration of 
their various departments, yhe members of the 
Cabinet are kept busy meeting delegations urg¬ 
ing this, that and the other thmg on the Gov¬ 
ernment's attention, holding executive meetings 
at which the multitudinous matters arising out of 
administration must be dealt with, and generally 
speaking, being at the beck and call of every 
person or interest which has some scheme to 
advance or purpose to be served. 

Like tbe ordinary member of the House 
the Minister of the Crown has no bed of 
roses during the Parliamentary gathering. And 
on the floor ok the House it is the Minister 
who must face the attacks of the opposition 
and make reply. An opposition attack upon 
the Government is something like an Irish wake, 
it is a case of hit the first head that shows up. 
It is the Minister's head that draws down the 
barrage. By virtue of his office his head is 
above the level of the ordinary members and. 
just naturally, the bricks—and sometimes 
bouquets—are aimed in his particular direction. 
But experience shows that the contest is no 
uneven one. The Ministers of the present Lib¬ 
eral administration have successfully met any 
and all onslaughts from their political foes and 
have proved ready and aggressive in the "cosne- 
-back.” 

This being a member of the Legislature 
is no Midsummer Night's Dream, no revel with 
all play and no work. It's a veritable grind 
starting off. perhaps, at a' leisurely pace, but 
soon developing into a jog-trot and then gather¬ 
ing momentum until, as the session draws to an 
end. it shows a burst of speed that clearly indi¬ 
cates the Legislative machine is hitting on all 
cylinders. 

As stated Before, the members of the Legis¬ 
lature work hard, do good work and earn their 
money. Their constituents cannot demand more. 

DAY AND NICHT 

One of the most active of the Select Stand¬ 
ing committees of the Legislature, is that of 
Agriculture, presided over by Dr. E. J. Roth¬ 
well. Member for New Westminster city. 

Proposals reach the committee in a very 
democratic manner, mostly through attendance 
of the Advisory Board of Farmers' Institutes 
with which art associated representatives from 
the four major specialized branches of agricul¬ 
tural industry, such at B.C. Fruit-growers'; 
B.C. Dairymen's Association; B.C. Stock¬ 
breeders' and B.C Poultry Association. 

Accustomed to rising early and working 
' lata whilst at home, the farmer delegates do 
not spare the members of the Select Standing 


man has his allotted work to do and as the 
I session progresses that work is speeded up until 
a member finds that towards the close he is called 
upon to be on the job from the time he finishes 
his breakfast until midnight and often later. 

NOT SPECTACULAR 

But much of his work is not of the specta¬ 
cular kind. The man in the street knows little 
of it. True, he reaijs in the daily press of the 
debates wherein opposing groups stage their 
attacks upon their opponents and seek to imbue 
the public mind with the short-comings of the 
01 ^ and the virtues of the other. But that 
after all is to a great extent merely the scenery 
behind which the real work of the session is be¬ 
ing carried on. ‘ The members do work and work 
hard, and like the policeman of whom the late 
Messrs Gilbert and Sullivan sang, their lot is 
not always a happy one. 

To those not accustomed to seeing the mem¬ 
bers of the Legislature tn action, not alone on 
the .floor of the House, but in committee, and 
attending to the thousand and one calls made 
upon them between times, the life of a legis¬ 
lator when in attendance at the Session may 
appear to be one of dignified mien and none 
too strenuous effort. A peek behind the scenes. 
however, would toon correct that impression. 
They are actually as busy as bees. It may be 
that tjie honey they make does not come up 
to the expectations of all and sundry, but they 
are buzzmg all the time and their product is the 
best they can give. There are mighty few 
drones in the Legislative bee-hive, ynd by and 
large, they earn their money. 

Mornings devoted to committee work—and 
many of the members are serving on two or three 
different committees—afternoons lo the sittings 
of the House and. when the night sittings are 
inaugurated, more House work, constitute a 
programme which keeps the most earnest and 
energetic member hustling. Added to that 
every member has a host of curious fellow con¬ 
stituents back home who feel they just must keep 
their member advised gs to the best methods of 
running the country in general and that consti¬ 
tuency in particular, and a steady bombardment 
cf correspondence descends upon the head .of 
the luckless member throughout the session, an 
avalanche which requires Immediate attention and 
reply, if the member wishes to hold his friends 
at home. 

LOBBYISTS 

The corridors are alive with mysterious 
individuals who have swarmed into this fair 
'city, each with an axe to grind lobbyists who 
drag the poor member into a secluded nook lo 
expound to him the necessity, if the country is 
to prosper and be laved, of legislation in favor 
of this scheme or that enterprise.

The Murder Bay—Anderson Cove 
valley consists of two swamps, the 
southern one some fifty to sixty feet 
lower than the noi^hem, and conse¬ 
quently younger In ©few. As we wind 
along the edge we see nvtle else than 
sn expanse of dork purplish brown, 
ths bare stems of hardback with the 
dried and withered flowers of last 
Bummer.

It fell 
In with the notions of the troubadors and the age of chivalry, found a 
reflection in the works of the great poets, and reappeared in the nineteenth 
century In little systematised books on the subject.

in those days, the postago on a letter 
was often only paid to the border, and 
there an American stamp was affixed 
to cover delivery In the Untied States. 
Envelopes with a stamp of each coun¬ 
try on their face are quite valuable, 
though not uncommon., 


particularly noteworthy, inasmuch, as 
It Is said to comprise the finest lot of 
British North American stamps tn ex¬ 
istence, containing all tbs known va¬ 
rieties in a multitude of shades, papers 
and perforations. 

At tbs recent Philahellsts* Exhl- 
bltlon : held in New York City. 
Slfred * F. Uchenstein displayed no 
less than thirteen* of these valu¬ 
able twelve penny blacks. This la 
ratbar a remarkabl# showing when on# 
I* told that so far only fifty bav# been 
unearthed. Originally, the government 
ordered 51.000 of these stampe. and 
'Wfaen^Jt was found they did not con¬ 
form with any single postal rate, all 
but CllO wefe^ordered destroyed. This 
leeves about L500 that, have never 
been discovered or reached any mar¬ 
ket.

A little over a year ago. R N. 
Angua. a resident of Victoria, Vancou¬ 
ver Island, while going through some 
old papers left by his father, cams 
across a little black bit about the 
else of an ordinary bond coupon. In 
1561 that little scrap of paper fopre- 
sen ted an Investment of Just forty- 
eight cents. Within a few weeks after 
lfr. Angua discovered It, a wealthy 
New Yorker, Alfred r. Lichtenstein, 
paid 14.006 to become Its enviable 
owner. On that scrap ware two Cana¬ 
dian postage stamps unperforated. Is¬ 
sued In Junk, 1831—two twelve penny 
blacks, regarded by philatelists as 
amongst the choicest prises of the 
itamp world. 

Time was—and not so many years 
ago—when prices the slse of the one 
paid To Mr. /tngua were unheard of. 
and the gathering of old stamps was 
considered tile hobby of schoolboys 
To-day. whether residing In oottagee. 
apartments or palaces, adult and Jun¬ 
ior collectors are to be found tn every, 
hamlet and city of the civilised world. 

Valuable Scrapa 

A ccording to th# most rename 

conservative estimates there ars 
some hundred thousand collectors to 
Canada domiciled in the various towns 
and cities that spread from th* Atlan¬ 
tic to the Pacific. In the United 
States there* are et least a million, 
and an American authority claims this 
number has at normal yearly augmen¬ 
tation of fifty thousand. In Europe 
the percentage Is much higher, as in 
the case of Germany, where It Is 
claimed every other person one meets 
is either a dealer or a collector, and 
oft-times both.
